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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 



claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
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following is required: Claims 2 and 4 recite the limitation "the defroster nozzle" in line 4 of 
claim 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

2. The following rejections are based on the best understanding of the claimed limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Suenner et 
al. (DE19813093) in view of King et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,422,062). 

Suenner et al. disclose a vehicle air-conditioning system receiving values from solar 
temperature sensor and interior temperature sensor. Figs. 1 and 2 show the sensor unit it's 
mounting. However, Suenner et al. do not disclose the unit contains a moisture sensor. King et 
al. disclose an integrated sensor in the same field of endeavor for the purpose of defrosts control. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the apparatus of Suenner et al. with a sensor in view of King et al. 
so as to have an integrated unit. 

5. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kishita et 
al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,884,497). 

Kishita et al. disclose an automotive air conditioner. The control unit comprises indoor 
air temperature sensor 91, solar radiation sensor 93 and a humidity sensor 95. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to integrally 
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the sensors in one unit, since it has been held to be within the general skill of worker in the art to 
make plural parts unitary as a matter of obvious engineering choice. In re Larson , 144 USPQ 347 
(CCPA 1965); In re Lockart 90 USPQ 214 (CCPA 1951). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
